Washington, Oct. 26 (ZP) — Two 
weeks from today millions of Amer­ 
ican voters in 47 states will record 
their verdict again on Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the New Deal. Maine 
voted in September and again went 
Republican. 
Two 
years 
ago 
in 
President 
Roosevelt’s re-election sweep, Re­ 
publican party prestige fell to the 
lowest ebb either major party ever 
has known. 
That was spelled out 
In the president’s eleven million 
popular vote plurality over his Re­ 
publican rival, Landon of Kansas. 
It was underscored In his electoral 
majority of 615, with only the eight 
votes of Main and Vermont remain­ 
ing in the Republican column. 
Conditions Different 
And it was even more strikingly 
shown in the results of the 1936 
congressional 
a n d 
gubernatorial 
elections. They gave the Democrats 
a 4-to-l majority In the senate and 
a 3-to-l domination of the house. 
Thirty-nine of the 48 states had 
Democratic governors; only seven 
had Republican chief executives. 
That is the background against 
which election results two weeks 
'rom today must be read. Yet that 
1936 Democratic sweep cannot be 
tosted on the same scaler again 
this year. 
The American politic*! 
iystem does not provide for any 
tat tonal popular vote totals In non- 
presldential years for comparison. 
Just how many of the voters par- 
icipating in the November 8 elec­ 
tion will he expressing their view's 
on Franklin Roosevelt and the New 
Deal can only be estimated on the 
basis of the total votes cast for 
governor, senator or represents- 
lives-at-large. 
Republicans See Gain 
With the test only two weeks off, 
the ’’solid south" appears as solidly 
Democratic as ever despite party 
warfare in the primaries. 
Only a 
possible 
handful 
of 
Republican 
house victories there is foreseen by 
any observers. The senate is math­ 
ematically certain to 
remain 
In 
I>emocratic control, probably by a 
substantial margin. 
That leaves the outcome of elec­ 
tions for the new house and of the 
30-odd races for governor as the 
factors by which the 1938 drift of 
national opinion will be gauged.

Oct. 25 — The 
health condition of the average 
American citizen is IOO years be­ 
hind what it should be, Dr. Abel 
Wolman of Baltimore. Md., new 
president of the American Public 
Health association, said today. 
Despite the fact that the death 
a;, f >r the first half of the year 
for the United States was lower 
than at any time in history, it was 
still far too high compared with 
what can be done 
by 
the 
wide­ 
spread use of existing medical and 
health knowledge In 
a national 
health 
program, 
the 
president 
said. 
At the same time. Dr. Thomas 
Parran. surgeon general of the 
U. S. public 
health 
service, 
de­ 
clared in another address at the 
association’s 
annual 
convention 
here that a health program to ex­ 
tend such knowledge will be pre­ 
sented at the next session of con­ 
gress. In January. 
In an attack on leaders of the 
American Medical association Dr. 
Parran said “the majority of med­ 
ical opinion 
in 
the country’’ as 
seen in the meeting of its house of 
delegates in Chicago last month 
“is more liberal In its view of na­ 
tional health problems than some 
of their spokesmen had indicated.’’ 
At that meeting the delegates 
asserted the care of the medically 
indigent population must 
be 
fi­ 
nanced 
with 
government funds, 
that indemnity insurance against 
sickness is a sound procedure and 
that an expanded health program 
under the control of medical men 
la necessary.

Duke Of Kent Will 
Rule Australia As 
Governor-General 


London. Oct. 26. (ZP)— The Duke 
of Kent, Britain's royal socialite, 
was appointed governor-general of 
Australia today in what was be­ 
lieved a move by the British gov­ 
ernment to strengthen ties of the 
sprawling empire. 
The duke, 35 years old and the 
youngest brother of King George 
VI, accompanied by his duchess, 
the former Princess Marina 
of 
Greece, will go to Australia 
in 
November next year to 
succeed 
Lord Gowrie. He probably will be 
accompanied by his two children, 
Prince Edward and Princess Alex­ 
andra. 
The official announcement said, 
“The 
king has been graciously 
pleased to approve of the appoint­ 
ment of his royal highness, 
the 
Duke of Hint, as governor-gener­ 
al of the commonwealth of Aus­ 
tralia 
in 
succession 
to 
Lord 
Gowrie.” 
The appointment was made on 
Monday after King George 
had 
received Stanley Bruce, high com­ 
missioner for Australia, and was 
announced when Britain feels her 
widespread 
empire 
threatened 
from many directions.

President Roosevelt came to the 
defense of Governor Frank Mur­ 
phy of Michigan tonight against 
charges of “ treason" levelled at 
the governor by witnesses before 
the house committee on un-Amer­ 
ican activities. 
And in doing so, Mr. Roosevelt 
took occasion to give the commit­ 
tee a severe dressing down, which 
included an accusation that It had 
let itself be “ used in a flagrantly 
unfair attempt to 
influence 
an 
election," and had "made no ef­ 
fort to get at the truth." 
Forum Get* Headlines 
“ Most fair-minded Americans,” 
said the president, “ hope that the 
committee will abandon the prac­ 
tice of merely providing a forum 
to those who for political purposes 
or 
otherwise, 
s e e k 
headlines 
which they could not otherwise 
obtain.” 
Mr. Roosevelt referred specif­ 
ically to testimony of last Friday 
by Judge Paul V. Gadola of a 
Michigan circuit court 
and 
John 
Barringer, former city manager of 
Flint, Mich., that 
Murphy 
had 
prevented the execution of a writ 
for the ejection of automobile sit- 
down strikers abd had failed to 
give the city needed assistance. 
Barringer called 
the 
governor's 
actions “ treasonable.” 
On the contrary, the president 
said in a formal statement, Mur­ 
phy by “ painstaking and states­ 
manlike efforts.’’ brought about a 
settlement of the strike without 
bloodshed or the 
use 
of 
force, 
which “elicited the commendation 
of all the Important motor manu­ 
facturers Involved.” 
Ne>ei*etary Perkins Scored 
The chief executive’s statement 
was issued at the close of a day 
which saw the committee receive 
testimony accusing Secretary Per­ 
kins of the labor department of 
"dereliction of duty" for not pur­ 
suing a more vigorous course in 
the 
deportation 
of 
communist 
aliens, and a suggestion that im­ 
peachment 
proceedings 
were in 
order. The witnesses were Harper 
Knowles and Ray E. Nimmo, of 
the radical research committee of 
the American 
Legion 
in 
Cali­ 
fornia. 
They also told 
the 
committee 
that communists 
had 
organized 
agricultural and cannery workers 
of California for the purpose of 
tying up food supplies at a time 
of general strike or revolution, 
and that communists were work­ 
ing in the schools and among the 
professional groups In California. 
The president was asked at his 
press conference whether he was 
concerned about 
the 
testimony 
given regarding 
Governor 
Mur­ 
phy. His reply was: 
“ I was very' much disturbed. I 
was disturbed not because of the 
absurdly false charges made by a 
coterie of disgruntled Republican 
office-holders against a profound­ 
ly religious, able and law-abiding 
governor; but because a congres­ 
sional committee 
charged 
with 
the responsitdlity of investigating 
un-American 
activities 
should 
have permitted itself to be used in 
a flagarantly unfair and un-Amer-

Republicans Pledged to 
Continue Aid for All

Detroit, Oct. 25 (Zp)—Frank D. 
Fitzgerald, 
Republican 
candidate 
for governor, declared in a radio 
address here tonight that a Repub­ 
lican state administration would 
guarantee continuation of relief. 
"Our opponents would 
like 
to 
have those on WPA believe that 
unless they are elected, there will 
be no further relief,” he said. “The 
truth is that only through a change 
of government can continued re­ 
lief be assured. 
The fiscal affairs 
of our state and nation have been 
so mis managed that funds for the 
essential purposes of relief no long­ 
er are available." 
Fitzgerald asserted that “if Re­ 
publicans are elected x x x relief 
will continue. 
Our every effort 
shall be to put men and women 
back to work that they may have 
fatter pay envelopes and happier 
living. But as long as they are un­ 
employed they Will ber taken care 
of." 
The Republican candidate charged 
that reliable reports indicated that 
35 per cent of WPA funds devoted 
to payrolls “go to 
foremen 
and 
others in the high class pay brack­ 
ets, constituting only five per cent 
of the workers." 
“Is this equitable 
relief?" 
he 
asked. 
“It is not. 
It is political 
relief, of the rankest nature. 
This 
must be changed so that needy 
workers, the men who wield the 
picks and shovels and do the work, 
shall have 95 per cent. They need 
It worse than political henchmen.”

Blaze At Sea Imperils 1,000 
On German Liner Deutschland

liner Deutschland imperilled the 
lives of 1,000 persons tonight in a 
north Atlantic 
storm 
off 
New­ 
foundland before it was controlled. 
After a frightening two hours 
of fire-tightlug. the captain radioed 
the Associated Press this laconic 
message: 
“Fire under control!” 
Other ships were racing through 
the dark gale-whipped waters 200 
milks southeast of Cape Race to 
her 
assistance, 
answering 
calls 
frantically seeking 
help 
in 
the 
ship’s dire need. 
Aboard the big ship were 591 
passengers and about 
400 
crew 
members. 
Included 
among 
the 
passengers were 350 Amerclans. 
Five 
passenger 
liners 
swung 
swiftly from their courses to go to 
the burning ship’s ald. 
United 


States coastguard cutters from as 
far distant as Boston, 700 miles 
away, and New London, Conn., put 
out to sea. 
(A radio message from the liner 
Manhattan to the Associated Press 
said that the steamers Collamer, 
Europe 
and 
American Traveler 
continued 
to 
speed 
toward the 
Deutschland and that the crippled 
ship “thanked all others and de­ 
clined their aid as being too far 
away.” ) 
Indications w'ere that most of 
the ships that at first started to­ 
ward the 
burning 
b o a t 
turned 
buck to their courses. 
Heavy seas and rains buffeted 
both the beleaguered liner and the 
ships offering succor. 
Off N e w f o u n d l a n d — The 
Deutschland reported her position 
as 200 miles southeast 
of 
Capo 
Race— a southeaster was raging. 
High, choppy waves were batting- 


the ship as she fought for her life 
in the night. 
Captain 
Karl 
Steincke. 
the 
Deutschland’s veteran master, sent 
out his first alarm at 6:2 2 p. rn. 
(EST). 
There had been an explosion in 
a compartment of number 2 hold. 
Flames and smoke swept up­ 
ward In a sudden blast. The ship s 
fire squads rushed into the battle. 
Above, the passengers were in 
the cocktail lounges, at dinner, 
dancing. 
The crew’s first attack on the 
fire fulled. 
The flames steadily 
spread. 
Captain Steincke ordered 
every available 
sailor 
into 
the 
fight. 
It was not the first time the 15- 
year-old ship had lived through a 
fire. 
Eight years ago a fire broke 
out at sea and was extinguished 
without 
a 
passenger 
being the 
wiser.

not confirm earlier Japanese com­ 
muniques issued at Honkkong and 
Shanghai which said a vanguard 
had entered the city Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon.) 
U. S. Sailors land 
Landing parties of American, 
British. French and Italian blue­ 
jackets and marines and interna­ 
tional volunteers were the only 
evidence of military activity on 
the city streets. 
Thirty sailors from the United 
States Yangtze 
patrol 
flagship 
Luzon landed today to 
protect 
American lives and property. They 
worked closely with a patrol of 
IOO British sailors. 
The Luzon anchored near the 
National City Bank building and 
the American consulate general. 
Two British gunboats were sta­ 
tioned nearby in the Yangtze. All 
vessels along the waterfront were 
scrutinized by low-flying Japanese 
planes.

Clues to the identity of a man, 
believed to be Peter Collins, itin­ 
erant song w riter and poet from 
Escanaba, are being sought by H.

The man 
was fatally injured last Wednes­ 
day night on the

HE stirring plea delivered to all

fearing people, to fight with all their 
power the infiltration of Communism and

This Matter of Taxes 
RITING in the October issue 
of 
the 
Tax Magazine, Robert 
L. 
W ickline 
tells of a corporation doing 
a 
national 
business which in a single year paid "117 
separate types of taxes to 7,350 govern­ 
m ental agencies, comprising the 
federal 
government, thirty-eight 
state 
govern­ 
ments, 1,579 counties, 3.89 3 cities, 
bor­ 
oughs and townships and 1,839 school dis­ 
tricts." 
Mr. W ickline cites this m ultiplicity 
of 
duplicating, overlapping and 
pyramiding 
taxes as an example of the need of revis­ 
ing the whole tax system of the 
United 
States. 
He favors the appointm ent of 
a 
national non-partisan board to study the 
problem and points the wray to elim ination 
of some of these taxes. 
U nfortunately for 
Mr. W ickline's ideas, they do not fit Into 
the national political picture 
any 
more 
than they fit into local plans. W hen Sena­ 
tor Davis of Pennsylvania introduced 
a 
bill about a year ago providing for a per­ 
m anent bi-partisan tax commission, Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt brought about Its 
demise 
in the senate finance com m ittee by stating 
(w here it would do the most good) that it 
did not coincide with Ills program . 
There can be no question of who pays 
m ost of these taxes. 
In the President’s 
own words, they are paid eventually "in 
the sweat of every man who labors." The 
need of separating and lim iting the func­ 
tions of federal, state and 
local

powers grows more urgent with each pass­ 
ing month. This need will have to be clear­ 
ly recognized by congress, however, before 
suggestions as to ways and

During Hunting Season 


“ With the advent of the hunt­ 
ing season,” says Dr. Logan d e a ­ 
dening. “ Warning should be post­ 
ed again of the danger of rabbit 
fever as it has been nicknamed.

Starvation Claimed 


To Kill More Deer 
Than The Huntsman 


Lansing, (ZP)— A survey by the 
state department of conservation 
indicates 
that 
starvation 
kills 
more than half as many deer as 
do bunters in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
I. H. Bartlett, deer expert for 
the department, said hunters shot 
14.631 deer last fall, he estimat­ 
ed the annual starvation loss at 
9,600 anim als— a loss 
of 
about 
16.5 deer per square mile in the 
peninsula. 
Bartlett said 
the 
deer 
herd 
north of the straits was growing 
much faster than it could be de­ 
pleted by the hunters, with a crop 
of 112,000 fawns this year that 
compared 
with 
the 
combined 
hunting and starvation 
loss 
of 
about 24.000 animals. 
Marksmanship Needed 
He explained civilian conserva­ 
tion camp enrollees had conducted 
the count under conservation de­ 
partment supervision, blocking off 
large areas for a monthly 
count 
from July to December In 1935, 
1936 and 1937. 
The census still 
is in progress. 
The survey bore out tho pre­ 
vious observation of H. D. Buhl, 
head of the game division, that 
training in m arksmanship would 
be good for many of the hunters. 
The statistics showed that while 
there has been an almost steady 
increase in the num ber of bunters 
in the upper peninsula since 1931. 
the num ber of deer 
killed 
has 
shown little change. 
In 1931— 29.726 hunters vis­ 
ited the hunting areas above the 
straits and 
shot 
14.618 
deer, 
Bartlett reported. 
In 1932— 21.- 
5 82 hunters bagged* 12.394 deer; 
in 1933— 29.108 hunters shot 13,- 
772 deer; In 1934— 33.364 hunt- 
brs shot 13,8 71 deer; In 193 5— 
35.766 hunters shot 14,560 deer; 
in 1936— 36.317 hunters shot 14.- 
786 deer, and in 
1937— 37,558 
hunters shot 14.631 deer. 
Yards Browsed 
Bartlett said his survey showed 
the upper peninsula forests 
are 
populated by 295.68 2 deer, an av­ 
erage of about 18 per square mile. 
In the winter, however, the deer 
bunch more closely, he said, and 
the concentration probably is ten 
times that number in the feeding 
grounds. 
Bartlett estimated th a t winter 
deer range in the upper peninsula 
is equal to only eight and four- 
tenths per cent of the 
sum m er 
range. 
Of 1.160 square miles of 
deer yards examined, he said. 12 
per cent is in good condition. 38 
per cent is in medium condition 
and SO per cent 
is 
completely 
overbrowsed. 
The survey declared there are 
more deer per square mile in the 
lower peninsula now, but th at the 
upper peninsula continues to claim 
the distinction of being the best 
hunting in Michigan because “ a 
larger percentage of upper penin­ 
sula hunters get their buck.” 


PLAN CHECKING 
STATION PATROL 


Conservation Officers To 
Be Shifted During the 
Hunting Seasons 


Lansing. Oct. 22.— A 
shifting 
patrol by 
conservation 
officers 
has been planned for 
operation 
during both the small game sea­ 
son and th e annual deer hunt. 
Approximately 
50 
officers 
whose regular districts are In the 
upper peninsula and the northern 
part of the lower peninsula were 
assigned to duty in the lower half 
of the lower peninsula for 
the 
bird hunting season. 
During the deer season a num ­ 
ber of officers from the lower half 
of the state will be assigned to 
patrol In the northern, deer re­ 
gions. 
No Strait* Blockade 
The patrol plan calls for the es­ 
tablishment of checking stations 
at 
different 
points 
scattered 
throughout the hunting areas, and 
along mainly traveled roads. The 
checking stations will be moved 
about, however, so that the patrol 
can be made to cover a wider area 
than would be possible if the road 
blockades were kept at the same 
sites. 
No permanent highway block­ 
ade is planned for the Straits as 
was done for a number of years, 
but members of the game division 
will be present to gather informa- 
as hunters returned from the u p ­ 
per peninsula. In addition, check­ 
ing stations will b e located some­ 
where in the vicinity at different 
times during the season, but the 
exact locations are not being re­ 
vealed in advance. 
The regular patrol force In the 
northern districts is further rein­ 
forced each year by the assign­ 
ment of a num ber of fire wardens 
and towermen to assist the offi­ 
cers. 


FISH PLANTING 
IN FULLSWING 


Fall Program Places Pan 
Fish, Trout and Bass 
In Public Waters 


Lansing. Oct. 22.— With 
five 
large planting units and a nu m ­ 
ber of smaller trucks operating at 
full speed, the fish division of the 
department of 
conservation 
is 
nearing completion of the annual 
fall restocking program. 
The planting of trout which is 
usually started before the plant­ 
ing of other species is the nearest 
completion at this 
date. 
The 
planting of bass, however, is also 
well along. 
Following th e planting of blue­ 
gills, w’hich ordinarily continue? 
longer, attention will be given to 
the annual perch runs which us­ 
ually are underway in November 
and December. 
The 
runs 
may 
start earlier, and a minor run oc­ 
curred at Alpena and Cheboygan 
recently, hut this part of the fish 
division's fall activities cannot be 
undertaken until equipment 
is 
released from the job of cleaning 
out the hatcheries and 
rearing 
stations. 
W eather conditions do 
not appear to he a determining 
factor in the perch runs. 
When the entire program 
is 
completed, millions of fish 
will 
have been placed in the lakes and 
streams, as the annual contribu­ 
tion to the maintenance and i m ­ 
provement of fishing. 
The exact 
number which will 
be 
planted 
this year will not be known until 
the last of the 
hatcheries 
and 
rearing stations have been emp­ 
tied. 
A few fish, of course, are 
carried through the 
winter 
a* 
brood stock or for planting in 
the spring.

Governor Frank Murphy on what 
he termed "the Republican charge 
that Murphy caused the sit-down 
strikes."

"In the face of that record and 
those facts.” the 
speaker 
said. 
"this man has the nerve to usurp 
this honor when, if he had done his 
duty, he would have been paying 
benefits to the workers of Michigan 
as far back as July I, 1937.” 
He stated that the unemployment 
compensation insurance has now 
paid out $27,000,000 to workers of 
the state. 
In reply to Fitzgerald’s claim of 
a balanced state 
budget, 
Picard 
stated "his budget is balanced like 
my wife’s.” and told how a defici­ 
ency bill had to be passed by the 
incoming legislature to make up 
the deficit which he said was left 
by Fitzgerald's miscalculations. 
"The Murphy administration is 
actually being operated much more 
efficiently than that of Fitzgerald.”
